After reviewing tin* fate of Albania 
during and immediate]} afte r the Bal­ 
kan war uf 1913. the article says 
‘ Some Albanian patriots, assembled 
at Scutari, organized a 
provisional 
government, and would 
have 
still 
saved the situation, had they been left 
m peace. 
But shortly after the de 
part ure of Brine«' William the Greek 
army invaded acain southern Ubani. 
Italy seized Yahtna, .«nil later on the 
Serbian- and the Montenegrins fol­ 
lowed sun and 
reoccupied 
central 
and northern Albania, wherefrom they 
had been ejected by the European 
powers two years ago 
The invasion 
of Albania by these Balkan states was 
accotnpanied by the most harrowing 
atrocities 
on the unarmed 
Albanian 
population 
Hundreds of thousands of 
shepherds and farmers, men, women 
and babies, were driven before them 
or slaughtered; their villages 
were 
burned down, their farm s devastated, 
their 
flocks 
robbed. 
Over 
100,Odd 
refugees from southern Albania alone 
flocked into Valona during the last 
winter. 
Smallpox was raging among 
these 
helpless, 
hopele-s, 
starving 
refugees. 
Since then it has been re 
ported that half of them had perished 
from hunger and exposure 
We know 
nothing about the fat« of those who 
had taken to the mountains.

spring there was no seed corn for 
those who survived
